The special session of the legislature which Brick er called to fa­ 
cilitate soldier voting needed only two day s to enact the measure, 
which was hailed even by

This de­ 
scription was provided by neutral 
observers on the Swiss side of 
Lak e Constance who watched “hor­ 
rified'’ as the night raiders poured 
thousands of high explosives on 
the German industrial com munity 
ac rosa the waters. 
So terrific was the bom bardm ent 
handed out to the Nazis in Fried- 
richshaien that the roar of planes, 
bombs and anti-aircraft batteries 
shook houses within Switzerland. 
The air ministry said the night 
raids were carried out “in very 
great strength.’’ 
In addition to 
Friedriehshafen. the British bomb­ 
ers struck at the South Germ an 
rail and industrial center of S tutt­ 
gart, and railway y ards in Belgium 
and France. O ther planes mined 
enemy waters.
